The next time Demarqus 
Shane Beals appears in court, 
Torina Simon said she will be 
sitting in the galleiy with a 
smile on her face. 

On Thursday, Halifax po¬ 
lice charged Beals and Ca- 
rondo Shondez Downey in 
connection to the 2011 stab¬ 
bing death of Keya Knita 
Simon and the stabbing of her 
sister Tiesha Allison. 

“It makes me angiy now 
because you’re bringing up all 
these feelings again,” said Tor¬ 
ina, Simon’s mother, during a 
phone interview Thursday. 

Torina said while she’s 
thankful the police charged 
Beals and Downey, it also 
brings back the emotions of 
Jan. 8, 2011, when she got 
“that call” about Simon. 

She’s still angiy no one 
at the party came forward to 
talk about what happened, es¬ 


pecially Allison, and plans to 
come to their next court date. 

“I want to see those mon¬ 
sters. That’s what they are,” 
Torina said. “You can do some¬ 
thing like that and keep your 
mouth shut for three years 
and have no conscience?” 

Beals is facing a charge 
of second-degree murder in 
Simon’s death and will next 
appear in court on Sept. 22. 

The allegations of police 
and Torina Simon are not yet 
backed by evidence proven in 
court. The position of the de¬ 
fence for the co-accused is not 
represented in this article. 

“You’re going to see my 
face, and I want to know why 
you killed her.... What satis¬ 
faction did you get from it?” 
Torina asked. 

Torina said she does not 
know either of the accused 
but remembers hearing 


Simon talk about a “Demar¬ 
qus” before the party. 

Simon’s son is now four 
years old, Torina said, and has 
his own personality, although 
he looks like his mother. 

Torina said she believes 
Simon is finally getting jus¬ 
tice, and her grandson can 
grow up knowing his mother 
“didn’t leave on her own will.” 

Multiple family members 
and supporters of the accused 
were in Dartmouth court 
Thursday, but Torina said 
she’s not concerned about 
other people. 

“I’m not going to have no 
anger on my face. I’m going 
to sit there with joy,” Torina 
said. 

“You had your freedom 
for three years; now let your 
family come and see ... you 
behind bars. 

“At least they get a chance 
to see you.” 

Torina said that while she 
feels closure over her daugh¬ 
ter’s death, it’s good to have 
the case move forward and 
deal with “dirt that’s left be¬ 
hind.” 

“They were hoping that 
nobody would say anything ... 
and all your secrets are going 
to come out,” she said.

Investigators say the 25-year- 
old man charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
killing of Keya Knita Simon 
was a suspect from the start. 

Demarqus Shane Beals, 
who is charged with mur¬ 
dering Simon, and 23-year- 
old Carondo Shondez Dow¬ 
ney, who is charged with 
aggravated assault and 
weapon possession, were ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday. 

The men were charged on 
Thursday morning. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Supt. Jim Perrin of the In¬ 
tegrated Criminal Investi¬ 
gation Division spoke at a 
press conference Thursday, 
saying he could not give de¬ 
tails of what evidence fac¬ 
tored into the arrests but 
that new information came 
forward. 

“New information did 
come to light that helped us 
(corroborate) with informa¬ 
tion that we already had to 
bring it to a conclusion,” he 
said. 

Perrin wouldn’t say if 
investigators received a tip 
from the public or if one of 
the witnesses from the Jan. 8, 
2011, party during which 
Simon was killed came for¬ 
ward. 

Officers arrived at 117 
Pinecrest Dr. around 11:20 



p.m. to find Simon “un¬ 
responsive” inside the front 
doors of an apartment build¬ 
ing. Her half-sister, 32-year- 
old Tiesha Allison, had also 
been stabbed. 

Investigators confirm 
a dispute broke out at the 
party but would not say 
whether the accused were 
known to either Simon or 
her sister. Perrin would 
not comment on whether 
Simon’s sister played a role 
in the charges. 

He says one of the chal¬ 
lenges investigators have 


faced throughout the case 
has been the lack of co-oper¬ 
ation from witnesses who at¬ 
tended the party. 

“We knew right from 
the beginning there were a 
number of people who could 
have provided information,” 
he said. 

Perrin added “there’s no 
rhyme or reason” to why it 
took police three-and-a-half 
years to make an arrest but 
said investigators have been 
“stretched” working on the 
city’s unsolved homicides. 

He said there have been

Demarqus Shane Beals told 
friends and family he loved 
them after he appeared 
briefly in Dartmouth court 
to face a second-degree 
murder charge related to 
Keya Knita Simon’s stab¬ 
bing death more than three 
years ago. 

Beals and Carondo 
Shondez Downey, both 
25-year-old men, appeared 
Thursday morning after 
Halifax police charged 
them in relation to Simon’s 
killing at a large party on 
Jan. 8, 2011. 

Patrick MacEwen, Beals’ 
lawyer, asked for another 
few weeks to look through 
the file against him and 
make some decisions. 

Beals is due back in court 
on Sept. 22 to set dates for a 
preliminary inquiry. 

“Generally in these types 
of cases there’s a large vol¬ 
ume of paperwork,” Mac¬ 
Ewen said outside of court. 

MacEwen said Beals is 
doing “as well as can be ex¬ 
pected” under the circum¬ 
stances and said he believes 
Beals was arrested in New 
Brunswick. 

Beals had short hair and 
wore a blue jacket over a 
collared shirt. 

As he left the courtroom, 
someone called, “Keep your 
head up” and “Demarqus, 
we love you.” 

“I love you too,” he said. 

Downey was wearing a 
blue sweater and leaned his 
head against the wall dur¬ 
ing his short appearance. 

Downey will next appear 
in Dartmouth court on Aug. 
26.

Darryl King is hoping In¬ 
ternet companies will help 
level the playing field for 
low-income kids trying to get 
an education in today’s web¬ 
centric world. 

On Thursday afternoon, 
King and other members of 
the local ACORN chapter (As¬ 
sociation of Community Or¬ 
ganizations for Reform Now) 
brought signs to the lawn 
of the Spring Garden Road 
Memorial Public Library in 
downtown Halifax to call 
attention to the “digital div¬ 
ide.” 

King said families and

individuals who fall below 
$30,000 a year in income 
often don’t have enough 
money to pay for high-speed 
Internet and a computer 
they can use at home. 

“At libraries, the ones 
that are there are booked, 
and that leaves them at a dis¬ 
advantage,” King said. 

“They’re our next genera¬ 
tion; we need them to suc¬ 
ceed. How do they succeed 
if they don’t have the resour¬ 
ces or the tools to make a dif¬ 
ference?” 

ACORN is calling on com¬ 
panies like Bell Aliant to 
offer a $10-per-month web 
service and subsidized com¬ 
puters or tablets. 


King is hoping they 
choose people over profit. 

“What is more important: 
your bottom line or people 
who have the right to pursue 
an education ... to contribute 
to society, eventually find 
employment through the 
computers, get off assistance 
and get back in the commun¬ 
ity?” 

King said they have con¬ 
tacted Bell but have yet to 
hear anything back. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has committed to get¬ 
ting high-speed Internet in 
rural communities, but King 
said another priority should 
be helping low-income fam¬ 
ilies in urban areas connect 
to the web. 

“It’s not the same as it 
was 37 years ago. Everything 
is ... technology based,” King 
said. 

“It’s important to get 
out there and have that ac¬ 
cess like eveiybody else. The 
same playing field.”

I just called to say it’s time to use 10 digits, folks 



Better get those index fin¬ 
gers ready. 

Beginning Saturday, resi¬ 
dents in Nova Scotia and 
P.E.I. will have to dial the 
area code 902 for all local 
calls. 

It’s known as 10-digit 
dialing. Glen Brown, a 
spokesperson for the Can¬ 
adian Numbering Adminis¬ 
trator — the organization 
responsible for the admin¬ 
istration of Canada’s phone 
numbers — doesn’t want to 
see Nova Scotians get hung 
up on the change. 


Exceptions 


The only numbers that will 
not require a 902 area code 
are 911, 311, 811 and 411. 


The way he sees it, the 
province is leading the way 
for the rest of Atlantic Can¬ 
ada. 

“The majority of Can¬ 
ada has already changed 
to 10-digit dialing,” he said 
Thursday. 

The decision to introduce 


10-digit dialing was made by 
the CRTC. 

It came down to a mat¬ 
ter of resources, Brown said. 
Thanks to what he calls 
“an explosion of technol¬ 
ogy” and increase in local 
competition, he said they 
are running out of the first 
three digits in 902 phone 
numbers. 

He explained that “a var¬ 
iety of options were looked 
at, and this seemed to be the 
least disruptive.” 

But don’t worry: people 
will have a chance to get 


used to the change. 

If they forget to dial the 
extra three digits, they will 
be reminded by a service 
announcement until Nov¬ 
ember when 10-digit dialing 
becomes mandatory. 

In the meantime, Brown 
said there are a few ways 
residents and businesses can 
prepare so they don’t feel 
put through the ringer. 

Adjusting your phone’s 
speed dial and contact lists 
to include the area code is a 
good place to start.

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Fiddle master dead at 89

Fiddler sparked 
renewed appreciation 
of Cape Breton music 


Buddy MacMaster, the belov¬ 
ed fiddler who sparked a re¬ 
newed appreciation for trad¬ 
itional Cape Breton music 
and inspired a new genera¬ 
tion of talent, died Thursday. 
He was 89. 

Celebrated internation¬ 
ally, he was perhaps nowhere 
more revered than in his 
home region of Cape Breton, 
where he was considered a 
generous mentor remem¬ 
bered for his distinct playing 
style. 

“He’s been the most 
famous of the Cape Breton 
fiddlers,” said his niece and 
renowned fiddler Natalie 
MacMaster. 

“When I travel around 
and announce off the stage 
that Buddy MacMaster is my 
uncle, eveiybody cheers.” 

Born in Timmins, Ont., 
Hugh Allan MacMaster 
moved to Cape Breton, where 
he took up the fiddle when 
he was 11 years old. He be¬ 
came a sought-after musi¬ 
cian, renowned for his flair 
for playing traditional folk 
dance music. 

MacMaster was made a 
member of the Order of Can¬ 
ada in 2001 when he was for¬ 
mally recognized with help¬ 
ing lead a Gaelic renaissance, 
both in Canada and abroad. 

His citation for the honour 
says he began playing the fid¬ 
dle as a child after finding his

father’s instrument in a trunk. 

Earlier this year, Mac¬ 
Master joined the ranks of 
music giants Bob Dylan, 
Pete Seeger and fellow Can¬ 
adian Stan Rogers when he 
was awarded the prestigious 
International Folk Alliance 
Lifetime Achievement Award 
for his legacy and impact as a 


traditional musician. 

“He was able to illustrate 
through performances and 
through his character that 
this music is a wonderful gift 
that we have to celebrate,” 
said Sheldon Maclnnes, a 
retired teacher and Celtic 
music researcher at Cape Bre¬ 
ton University. 

“Preserving the music and 
sharing it and performing 
it will be another part of his 
legacy.” 

Maclnnes credited Mac¬ 
Master, who lived in Judique, 


on Cape Breton’s west coast, 
with setting a new standard 
in Cape Breton fiddle music. 

“He would want to play 
well, he would want to play 
correctly and he would want 
to share that with the fiddler 
community,” said Maclnnes, 
who wrote the 2007 biog¬ 
raphy Buddy MacMaster: The 
Judique Fiddler. 

Politicians in Nova Scotia 
expressed their sympathies 
after hearing of MacMaster’s 
death. 

“He’s been an extraordin¬ 


ary ambassador for this prov¬ 
ince, for our culture,” said 
Premier Stephen McNeil. “It’s 
a sad day for the province.” 

Cape Breton NDP member 
Frank Corbett described Mac¬ 
Master as the face of Celtic 
music. 

“He helped make the 
genre popular,” Corbett said 
in a statement. “It’s really no 
stretch to say that Buddy Mac¬ 
Master did for fiddle playing 
what Eric Clapton did for the 
electric guitar.”

Northern Pulp. 

Province sets May 
deadline for paper 
mill to fix problems 
with emissions 


A paper mill in Nova Scotia 
that has been spewing emis¬ 
sions above legal limits has 
nine months to meet those 
environmental standards 
or it will be forced to close, 
Premier Stephen McNeil 
said Thursday. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment issued a compliance 
order, giving Northern Pulp 
a deadline of May 30 to get 
its air quality emissions in 
line. 

The legally binding order 
says the mill in Abercrom¬ 
bie Point in Pictou County 
is in violation of its terms 
of approval by exceeding 
air quality stack emissions 
from a recovery boiler. The 
order says the mill must 
install a new electrostatic 
precipitator by the deadline 
or that approval will be sus¬ 
pended or cancelled. 

“Without the permit, 
they will not be able to oper¬ 
ate, which means that mill 
will be closed,” said McNeil. 

The mill’s continued 
operation has been a sore 
point for many residents 
and businesses in the sea¬ 
side town of Pictou. They 


The compliance order also 
requires the results of 
ongoing emission tests by 
consultant Stantec to be 
directly submitted to the 
province within 30 days of 
completion instead of the 
typical period of 90 days. 
McNeil said the Environ¬ 
ment Department will 
release the results of those 
tests to the public. 


say they are fed up with the 
particulate that has caused 
a dense smog and persistent 
smell. 

Many have called for 
the mill to be immediately 
closed until it deals with 
its aging smoke stacks, but 
company officials have said 
the cost of such a move 
would result in the oper¬ 
ation shutting down perma¬ 
nently. 

Northern Pulp spokes¬ 
man David Mackenzie said 
the company is working to 
install the new precipitator 
under an industrial order 
issued by the previous NDP 
government and will com¬ 
ply with eight new condi¬ 
tions in the new compliance 
order. 

Mackenzie said the com¬ 
pany is confident it can 
meet any new requirements 
laid out by the government 


once the precipitator is in¬ 
stalled. 

“The guarantee from the 
supplier is that we should 
be between 30 and 50 milli¬ 


grams per reference cubic 
metre,” said Mackenzie, 
adding that the current 
standard is 375 milligrams.

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Liberia. Hundreds line 
up for rice in slum sealed 
oft to stop spread of Ebola 


Government officials handed 
out bags of rice and sachets 
of drinking water Thursday to 
residents of an impoverished 
slum in Liberia’s capital where 
tens of thousands of people 
have been barricaded in an ef¬ 
fort to stop the spread of Ebola. 

International aid workers 
warned that more help was 
needed as the countiy battles 
not only the virulent disease 
but also hunger as travel re¬ 
strictions have blocked food 
from getting to parts of the 
capital. 

In West Point, hundreds of 
residents fined up to receive 
government provisions a day 
after authorities put up barbed- 
wire barricades and enforced a 
blockade of the area that kept 
market traders from entering 
or leaving. 

Prices were skyrocketing in¬ 
side the community on a pen¬ 
insula, with the price of water 
quadrupling in a matter of 
days in the slums where there 
is no clean running water amid 
steamy temperatures. 

“At the moment, West Point

They 
were given the experimental 
drug Zmapp and flown back 
to the United States for treat¬ 
ment. Brantly was released 
Thursday, and Writebol quiet-

ly walked out of the hospital’s 
isolation unit two days earlier. 

Doctors and medical ex¬ 
perts say it’s not known 
whether the drug helped or 
whether Brantly and Writebol 
improved on their own, as 
has happened to others who 
have survived the disease. The 
treatment is so novel that it 
hasn’t been tested in people. 

Ribner and the U.S. Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention stressed that the 
Americans’ release did not 
pose a public health risk. Gen¬ 
erally patients are not conta¬ 
gious once they’ve recovered, 
Ribner said.

Pakistan. Parliament 
stands by leader, despite 
massive protests 


Pakistan’s parliament on 
Thursday rejected calls for 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sha¬ 
rif’s resignation as uncon¬ 
stitutional, despite massive 
anti-government protests just 
outside the assembly in the 
capital Islamabad. 

The resolution, supported 
by nearly eveiy opposition 
party, marked a defeat for 
cricketer-turned-politician 
Imran Khan and popular cler¬ 
ic Tahir-ul-Qadri, who have 
led week-long protests from 
the eastern city of Lahore to 
the gates of Parliament call¬ 
ing for Sharif’s ouster over 
alleged voting fraud. 

The assembly rejected the 
protesters’ demands for Sha¬ 
rif’s resignation and the dis¬ 
solution of parliament, vow¬ 
ing to “uphold the supremacy 
of the constitution.” 

The U.S. Embassy ap¬ 
peared to support the as¬ 
sembly, saying “we strongly 
oppose any efforts to impose 
extra-constitutional change,” 
while encouraging the par¬ 
ties to “resolve differences 
through peaceful dialogue 
in ways that strengthen Pak¬ 
istan’s democratic institu¬ 
tions and rule of law.”

Drawing awareness 
to militants. Imam 
Syed Soharwardy 
denounces 'un-lslamic' 
group whose members 
‘must be punished' 


A prominent Canadian imam 
intends to draw attention to 
what he calls the “un-lslamic” 
beliefs and actions of ISIS in 
light of the murder of a U.S. 
journalist. Imam Syed Sohar¬ 
wardy of Calgaiy plans a 48- 
hour hunger strike beginning 
Friday to create awareness 
about the terrorist group. 

Soharwardy, founder of 
Muslims Against Terrorism 
and the Islamic Supreme 
Council of Canada, is con¬ 
demning the beheading of 
journalist James Foley. 

“I want to let everyone 
know that ISIS is not a part 
of (the) Muslim community,” 


said Soharwardy. 

The imam says Foley’s 
death and that of thousands 
of civilians in Syria and Iraq 
are “crimes against human¬ 
ity.” He predicts the violent 
activities of ISIS won’t remain 
limited to the Middle East. 


“They are actively working 
and recruiting Muslim youth 
in Canada,” he said. 

Last week, Foreign Affairs 
said it had reports of a Can¬ 
adian being killed in Iraq. But 
officials couldn’t confirm it 
was Farah Mohamed Shirdon, 


a former Calgaiy man the 
CBC identified as having gone 
to fight for the Islamic State 
of Iraq and Syria. Soharwardy 
said he is worried that could 
inspire other youth to follow 
Shirdon’s example.

Agencies 
scramble to 
identify killer 

The Islamic militant in a 
video showing the death of 
American journalist James 
Foley took great care to hide 
his identity, dressing head- 
to-toe in black, with a mask 
leaving only his eyes visible. 

But police and intelli¬ 
gence services in Britain and 
the U.S. have many clues as 
they scramble to identify 
him, from image analysis 
and voice-recognition soft¬ 
ware to social-media post¬ 
ings and testimony from 
former captives. 

The Guardian newspaper 
quoted a former captive 
held by the Islamic State 
group in Raqqa, Syria, as say¬ 
ing he appeared to be one of 
several British militants — 
nicknamed “The Beatles” 
by hostages — charged with 
guarding prisoners. 

Peter Neumann, director 
of the International Centre 
for the Study of Radicaliza- 
tion at King’s College Lon¬ 
don, said most of the hun¬ 
dreds of Western militants

in Syria have Faceboolc or 
Twitter accounts, on which 
they post pictures of them¬ 
selves and give away other 
clues to their origins, such 
as a favourite soccer team. 

“Just because they are 
Islamic extremists and be¬ 
head people doesn’t meant 
they don’t talk about foot¬ 
ball clubs,” he said. 

He said that even though 
the militants, most in their 
teens and 20s, know they 
should be careful, they are 
so ingrained in online cul¬ 
ture that “they let their 
guard down.” 

Language experts say the 
masked killer sounds like 
a man in his 20s who was 
raised or educated in Brit¬ 
ain.

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Pick-and-pay 
on the way for 
TV delivery? 


CRTC. More consumer 
choice, price cap for 
basic service among 
broad proposals 
offered up by regulator 


Canada’s broadcast regulator 
has issued broad new propos¬ 
als that could dramatically al¬ 
ter how Canadians receive and 
pay for their television. 

The proposals issued Thurs¬ 
day by the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission include 
requiring cable and satellite 
providers to offer a basic ser¬ 
vice made up primarily of lo¬ 
cal Canadian channels. 

The CRTC is also propos¬ 
ing a so-called pick-and-pay 
structure that would allow 
Canadians to choose individ¬ 
ual channels, on top of a basic 
service. 


And it suggests the price 
of that basic service could be 
capped at between $20 and 
$30 per month. 

Industiy Minister James 
Moore first indicated last Octo¬ 
ber that he’d like to see more 
choice for Canadian consum¬ 
ers. 

The government then laid 
out its plans to overhaul the 
countiy’s TV-distribution sys¬ 
tem in its speech from the 
throne, which included a pro¬ 
posed “pick-and-pay” service 
structure. 

But at least one consumer 
group says the CRTC hasn’t 
gone far enough and should al¬ 
low Canadians a “pure choice.” 

“What store do you walk 
into, or anywhere else, where 
you’re told you’ve got to buy 
certain things before you can 
buy what you want?” said 
Bruce Cran, president of the 
Consumers’ Association of 
Canada, the Canadian press

United bets on top flyers’ 
appetite for hot meals 


To win the hearts of frequent 
business travellers, United 
Airlines is going through their 
stomachs. 

The carrier has been look¬ 
ing for ways to woo back some 
of its top flyers who defected 
to other carriers following a 
rocky merger with Continent¬ 
al Airlines. So, it’s upgrading 
first-class food options and re¬ 
placing snacks with full meals 
on some of its shortest flights. 


The changes, announced 
Thursday, mean that instead 
of potato chips, chocolate-chip 
cookies and bananas, passen¬ 
gers on flights of at least 1,290 
kilometres will get meals such 
as chicken and mozzarella 
on a tomato focaccia roll, or 
turkey and Swiss cheese on a 
cranberry baguette. Current¬ 
ly, meals are only served on 
flights of 1,450 kilometres or 
more, the associated press 


Financial sting. Calif, 
honey production dries 
up amid record drought 


California’s record drought 
hasn’t been sweet to honey¬ 
bees, and it’s creating a sticky 
situation for beekeepers and 
honey buyers. 

The state is traditionally one 
of the countiy’s largest honey 
producers, with abundant 
crops and wildflowers that pro¬ 
vide the nectar that bees turn 
into honey. But the lack of rain 
has ravaged native plants and 
forced farmers to scale back 
crop production, leaving fewer 


places for honeybees to forage. 

The historic drought, now 
in its third year, is reducing 
supplies of California honey, 
raising prices for consumers 
and making it harder for bee¬ 
keepers to earn a living. 

In recent years, bee popu¬ 
lations worldwide have been 
decimated by pesticides, para¬ 
sites and colony collapse disor¬ 
der, a mysterious phenomenon 
in which worker bees suddenly 
disappear, the associated press

SoundCloud to 
pay artists share 
of ad revenue 

SoundCloud says it will start 
paying artists and record 
firms whose music is played 
on the popular streaming 
site. 

Berlin-based SoundCloud 
boasts some 175 million 
unique listeners a month, 
but so far those who upload 
tracks to the site haven’t 
received money. 

The move coincides with 
the introduction of ads, the 
revenue from which will be 
shared with musicians and 
rights holders. 

SoundCloud founder 
Alexander Ljung said 
Thursday that artists will be 
able to decide which tracks 
the audio and display ads 
can appear on, and initially 
only content played in 
the United States will be 
counted.

Richard: Mark, enchant¬ 
ing, whimsical and sweet 
are words I could use to de¬ 
scribe The F Word, and the 
film earns each and every 
one, but it is also more than 
that. 

Director Michael Dowse 
doesn’t allow the tone to 
get sugary and slip into sac¬ 
charine mode. 

He’s aided by a smart and 
funny script by Elan Mastai, 


but it’s Radcliffe and Kazan 
that drew me in. 

The pair has chemistry 
to burn and their conversa¬ 
tions have a ring of truth 
that don’t feel contrived or 
rom-commy. 

Mark: Richard. This is an 
incredibly sweet-hearted 
movie that will do nothing 
to alleviate the problems in 
the Middle East. 

Nevertheless, the movie 
is about 25 per cent more 
realistic than most rom- 
coms and I was so grateful 
for that. 

But I’ve never seen a 
movie where the characters 
were so polite to one an¬ 
other; no wonder they set it 
in Toronto. 

RC: It’s more realistic than 


most rom-coms, with some 
real romance and some ac¬ 
tual laughs. 

The once proud roman¬ 
tic comedy genre had been 
suffering form a bad case of 
the Katherine Heigls, but 
movies like this and 500 
Days of Summer and Warm 
Bodies are persuasive at¬ 
tempts to reclaim the rom 
com from the Barrymore 
Method© and bring back 
the golden years when Hariy 
could still meet Sally without 
all the annoying Heiglisms in 
between. 

That it makes Toronto 
and Canada look sexy and 
romantic is just an added 
bonus. 

MB: I was also grateful for 
the indie score and the way

Marshmallow apocalypse 


A carry-over from Akroyd’s original script (titled Ghostmashers), 
in which he and Belushi travelled through time killing creatures, 
Ghostbusters’ climactic showdown featured our fearless quartet 
squaring off against a Godzilla-sized Stay Puft Marshmallow 
Man; a hulking 25 -storey high hell-spawn dessert who, when 
decimated, erupts into torrents of hot s’more-ready goo. It’s one 
of the daftest and most memorable moments in movie history 
and it could only work within the confines of Ghostbusters. 
Because of this, no other filmmaker has dared attempt to use a 
haunted, massive marshmallow as a villain. Yet...

It’s mind-bending to consider 
that it’s been 30 years since 
the landmark supernatural 
comedy Ghostbusters was un¬ 
leashed to theatres worldwide. 
Director Ivan Reitman’s riotous 
big-budget blockbuster melded 
genre tropes of every cinematic 
persuasion to tell its tale of four 
grown men (co-writers Dan 
Akroyd and the late Harold 
Ramis, Bill Murray and Ernie 
Hudson, respectively) tapping 
and trapping spectral phenom¬ 
ena in the streets of New York, 
finding fame, fortune and even¬ 
tually saving the planet. Critic¬ 
ally adored and unabashedly 
crowd pleasing, Ghostbusters 
changed the landscape of 
1980s pop-cinema, and in turn, 
irrevocably altered the way we 
watch mainstream movies. 

Behold, as Metro lays out 
five ways in which the mighty 
Ghostbusters changed the 
world. 

Big laughs, bigger FX 

Ghostbusters was the first 
notable “special effects com¬ 
edy”, in which mind blowing, 
state-of-the-art visual FX (con¬ 
ceived and executed by the 
great Richard Edlund) vie for 
screen time with conventional, 
slapstick farce. Ghostbusters 
defined that formula. Later at¬ 


tempts in the decade to dupli¬ 
cate the recipe weren’t nearly 
as successful. The Golden Child 
and Howard the Duck, we’re 
looking at you... 

The mark of Murray 

Of course. Bill Murray was 
already a star before Ghost¬ 
busters came to be, having 
appeared in Reitman’s previ¬ 
ous comedy hits Meatballs and 
Stripes, and the original run of 
Saturday Night Live. But Ghost¬ 
busters perfected the “Bill 
Murray Voodoo”: a glib blend 
of deadpan, lazy lidded, caus¬ 
tic humour laced with good- 
natured smut. These qualities 
are alive in his Peter Venkman 
character (a role originally con¬ 
ceived for the late John Belushi) 
- traits that would cement 
Murray’s status as one of Holly¬ 
wood’s most bankable comedy 
draws. 

Have logo, will travel 

Ghostbusters iconic “no ghost” 
logo is one of the most famous 


and internationally recognized 
in film histoiy. Created by art¬ 
ist and producer Michael C. 
Gross, the logo was not only 
part of the opening credits (its 
visage served as the theatrical 
teaser poster art), but was also 
on the soundtrack album and, 
by the end of 1984, was blasted 
across millions of T-shirts all 
over the planet. 

Video stole the cinema star 

Ray Parker Jr.’s massively suc¬ 
cessful, Academy-award nom¬ 


inated theme song and its 
accompanying, star-studded, 
Reitman-directed video was in 
constant rotation on MTV even 
before Ghostbusters was re¬ 
leased and was an essential tool 
in the film’s branding. Eveiy 
radio station on terra firma 
was spinning that damn song 
that year, eveiyone was singing 
it and that same formula — hit 
song and conceptual video — 
would be used for decades as 
a key component for studios 
looking to hard-sell their films. 


Mad Men creator Matthew 
Weiner was able to wrest only 
33 days to shoot his long-gestat- 
ing directorial debut. Are You 
Here, so it helped that he had a 
trusted team to lean on. 

The nine-time Emmy Award 
winner ported over practically 
the entire crew from his belov¬ 
ed moody period piece, work¬ 
ing with Mad Men’s cinema¬ 
tographer, editor, casting team, 
production designer, composer 
and hair and makeup depart¬ 
ments. 

Getting the band back 
together helped turn “what 
could have been a scaiy experi¬ 
ence” into an “adventure,” said 
Weiner. But even with a simi¬ 
lar team behind the camera, 
Weiner was hesitant to guess 
whether the exacting fans of 
his decorated TV drama would 
find something to love in his 
earnest debut film. 

“It’s hard for me to know,” 
said Weiner during last Sep¬ 
tember’s Toronto International 
Film Festival. “Obviously I 
cherish the fact that I have a 
devoted audience on the show 
and that there is an expectation 
of anything from me — and the 
fans are quite protective and 
opinionated about the show. 

“I do think that people who 
enjoy Mad Men for the fact that 
it’s layered and for the fact that 
it doesn’t judge the characters 
and that there’s some depth to 
it and some honesty about how 
people behave — they will find 
something in the movie that’s 
veiy similar. It stands up to 
multiple viewings. And I think 
it just doesn’t have a lot of judg¬ 
ment. (The characters) are four 
very flawed people and they’re 
doing the best that they can, 
and you kind of realize that by 
the end of the movie, which is 
tragedy and it’s poignant and 
it’s beautiful. And that’s really 
what I’m shooting for on the 
show.” 

Still, the shared creative 



DNA between the two projects 
doesn’t translate into many sur¬ 
face-level similarities. For one 
thing. Are You Here — open¬ 
ing in Canada both theatrically 
and on video-on-demand this 
Friday — is firmly contempor- 
aiy, a buddy-dramedy centring 
on self-centred weatherman 
Steve Dallas (Owen Wilson) and 
his bipolar stoner best bud Ben 
Baker (Zach Galifianakis). 

When Ben’s father dies, the 
odd couple venture home to his 
family ranch to spar over the in¬ 
heritance with Ben’s pragmatic 
sister, played by Amy Poehler. 

Ultimately, Weiner says 
this is a stoiy about a character 
who needs to get off drugs (the 
perpetually faded Steve) and a 
character who needs to get on 
them (manic Ben). 

Weiner has rapturous praise 
for his cast. He was long a fan 
of Wilson’s knack for “guileless 
likable characters” and praises 
his “light comic touch,” but 
wanted to challenge the glib 
character type Wilson usually 
portrays. He was “blown away” 
by Poehler, and Galifianakis 
brought a “huge ego” and “im¬ 
periousness” to his character 
that are, of course, completely 
absent in his real personality.

Changing channels 


“Being someone who's on a broadcast network 
makes it a lot more fun to make jokes than if I were 
on the cable side lording it over everyone.”

On the growing dominance of cable and online shows over traditional networks 


Emmy out of water. 

Loose rules have 
allowed dramatic 
shows to switch 
categories this year 

If it walks like a drama and 

talks like a drama but calls it¬ 
self a comedy, that’s just fine 
with the Emmy Awards. 

But the audience for Mon¬ 
day’s ceremony (8 p.m. EDT, 
NBC) may be confused when, 
say, the Netflix women’s prison 
saga Orange Is the New Black 
pops up as a nominee for best 
comedy series. 

“The Emmys are being 
loosey-goosey about category 
placement,” said Tom O’Neil, 
author of The Emmys reference 
book and organizer of the Gold 
Derby website. 

The tactic isn’t frivolous. 
Shows are angling to better 
their odds of winning TV’s top 
honour, which can bring pres¬ 
tige and more viewers. 

Emmy bragging rights are 
another matter. With the ex¬ 
plosion of cable and online con¬ 
tent, traditional broadcast net¬ 
works are finding themselves 


shut out or lightly represented 
in major categories, including 
best drama and comedy series. 

NBC late-night host and 
ceremony host Seth Meyers 
is ready to take advantage of 
broadcasting’s plight. 


“That’s a thing that I think 
eveiyone in the audience will 
be aware of, and being some¬ 
one who’s on a broadcast net¬ 
work makes it a lot more fun to 
make jokes about than if I were 
someone on the cable side lord¬ 


ing it over eveiyone,” he said, 
chuckling. 

The decision by Orange to 
compete as a comedy despite its 
bleak setting puts pressure on 
four-time best-comedy winner 
Modem Family. The ABC ser¬ 


ies — vying for a record-tying 
fifth win (with Frasier) against 
a buzzy Internet newcomer — 
may look a lot less modem to 
Emmy voters. 

Another apparent fish-out- 
of-water is Showtime’s dysfunc¬ 
tional family series Shameless. 
After coming up empty as a 
drama contender, it jumped to 
the comedy pool. 

Other comedy contenders 
are The Big Bang Theoiy, Louie, 
Silicon Valley and Veep. 

Shifting categories isn’t 
unprecedented. In the 1950s, 
Father Knows Best moved be¬ 
tween comedy and drama and 
captured trophies in each, and 
Moonlighting did the same 
in the 1980s, O’Neil said. The 
academy tightened the mles 
in 2009, but obviously didn’t 
make them ironclad. 

HBO’s Tme Detective is un¬ 


mistakably a drama, but one 
with miniseries trappings: 
a close-ended stoiy and two 
movie-star leads (Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey, Woody Harrelson) 
committed to just one season. 

Because of a TV academy 
mle involving the show’s Writ¬ 
ers Guild of America credit, 
however, it was eligible to com¬ 
pete as a series. 

If True Detective nabs the 
top drama trophy, it would 
deny Breaking Bad a farewell 
hug for its final season. A Mc- 
Conaughey victoiy as best 
drama actor also would keep 
Biyan Cranston from tying 
Dennis Franz’s record of four 
wins in the categoiy 

Others competing for the 
best drama trophy are Game 
of Thrones, Downton Abbey, 
House of Cards and Mad Men.

Laverne Cox realizes she is 
having a winning moment 
as a transgender actor in en¬ 
tertainment — including an 
Emmy nomination — and she 
hopes her stoiy will continue 
to inspire others. 

“It gives me hope that any¬ 
thing is possible. I’m a black 
trans woman from Alabama 
raised by a single mother 
from a working class back¬ 
ground. And I think, in a lot 
of ways, my stoiy is what this 
country is about and should 
be about,” Cox said. 

“There’s a lot of strife go¬ 
ing on in the world right now, 
particularly (for) the folks in 
Ferguson, Missouri — send¬ 
ing love to them — that I 
think we need a sense of 
hope and possibility. We need 
a lot of love and I hope my 
story inspires people.” 

Cox is one of the stars 
of Netflix’s Orange Is the 
New Black, which recently 
debuted its second season. 

The breakthrough show 
received 12 Emmy nomina¬ 
tions, including outstanding 
comedy series. 

The series won three 
honours at the creative arts 
Emmy ceremony last week, 
including best guest actress 
in a comedy series for Uzo 
Aduba, who beat Cox. 


Cox is currently filming 
the prison show’s third sea¬ 
son, and revealed that the 
plot about women behind 
bars thickens. 

“I can’t tell you who I had 
scenes with ... (but) the scene 
we shot today was juicy. I was 
like, ‘Oh my God.’ Stuff goes 
down,” she said. 

“I’m so excited about this 
show and, like, these women 
are killing it. I finished 
my scene and I waited and 
watched the monitor like, 


‘Oh! Oh! Werk!”’ 

Cox said she will also have 
a role on the upcoming Bravo 
series Girlfriend’s Guide to 
Divorce, which premieres 
Dec. 2. 

The former reality star 
said she’s been getting more 
calls since the success of Or¬ 
ange. 

“There’s some things on 
the horizon,” she said. “There 
have been some wonderful 
offers.”

Embracing feminism 


The other “F” word. 
Women need to give 
themselves a break, 
says Bad Feminist 
author Roxane Gay

Few people can spark a 
heated debate quite like Rox¬ 
ane Gay. Can you like Robin 
Thiclce and still be a femin¬ 
ist? Can you hate Girls and be 
one? Whenever there’s a big 
moment in pop culture, Gay’s 
100,000 Tumblr followers and 
24,800 Twitter followers are 
eager to hear her thoughts 
on what it means on a deeper 
level, if it means anything at 
all. 

The writer just released 
her book, Bad Feminist, a col¬ 
lection of some of her best 
essays about recent pop cul¬ 
ture. Because this much-mis¬ 
understood “F” word is still 
such a loaded term, we talked 
to Gay about setting some of 
the myths about feminism 
straight. 

Myth l: Feminists can’t 
listen to rap or watch The 
Bachelor 

For the record, Gay loves The 
Bachelor. “I embrace the label 
of bad feminist because I am 
human. I am messy. I am not 
tiying to be an example,” Gay 
says in Bad Feminist. One 
of the reasons Gay decided 
to release her book is to tell 
women to give themselves 
a break. “It’s important to 
have high standards, but it’s 
also important to recognize 
our humanity and that some¬ 
times we’re not going to get 
it right,” she tells us. “We can 
be feminists and we can be 
imperfect in our feminism. I 
think what matters is inten¬ 
tion.” 

Myth 2: There’s nothing left 
for feminists to fight for 

Gay says one of the rea¬ 
sons why she thinks many 
young women are hesitant 
to call themselves feminists 
is because they think we’ve 
reached a point where men 
and women are equal. “We’re 
no longer thinking the strug¬ 
gle is real because we’re no 
longer fighting for literacy 
or the right to vote,” she ex¬ 
plains. But she says that even 
though the fight is more 
subtle, it’s still important. 
“We’re fighting for equal pay. 
We’re fighting for reproduct¬ 
ive freedom. We’re fighting 
for the rights of transgender 
women and queer women. 



Vested interest 


It’s interesting that we’re 
still at a point where 
feminism has to be defined 
every time it’s talked 
about. 

Yes. It’s shocking that we 
are still tiying to explain 
what feminism is, how it 
functions and how it works 
in the service of women. It’s 
also a shame that people are 
resistant to what feminism 
actually is and they are still 
holding on to really anti¬ 
quated notions as to what 
feminism is.... It’s hard 
for people to find common 
ground on any issue, so it’s 
not surprising that femin¬ 
ism is another issue where 
we struggle with that. 

Who are your favorite 
celebrity “bad feminists”? 

I really love Bette Midler. I 
think she does some really 
wonderful things and she’s 
veiy much invested in the 
quality of women. Susan 
Sarandon, who I don’t even 
think identifies as a femin¬ 
ist, I think is just badass at 
how she moves through the

world. Michelle Obama is 
a great feminist. If I had to 
pick a favourite, it would be 
her, because she’s so clear 
on what she wants to do 
and why. She’s veiy full of 
good intention and follow 
through. 

Do you think it’s OK for 
someone to not want to be 
a feminist? 

I definitely struggle with 
women who say they are not 
a feminist and don’t need 
feminism because I think 
they don’t realize what 
feminism has made possible 
in their lives. But we all get 
to choose how we identify 
ourselves. They have a right 
and I’m going to fight for 
them, anyway. Whether or 
not you’re a feminist, I’m 
veiy much invested in the 
equality of all women.

The fights are different, but 
equally important.” 

Myth 3: Feminists are 
automatic role models 

Gay may have a big follow¬ 
ing, but she insists that she 
is not a role model because 
everyone is human and 
bound to mess up. “People 
who are placed on pedestals 
are expected to pose, per¬ 
fectly. They get knocked off 


when they f— it up. I regu¬ 
larly f— it up. Consider me 
already knocked off,” she 
says in her book. Instead, she 
urges people to keep femin¬ 
ism simple. Believing that 
men and women are equals 
and should be treated as 
such, but also spending Sat¬ 
urday night grinding with 
guys to degrading music is 
imperfect feminism, and 
that’s perfectly OK.

Like many young guys who 
dream of playing in the 
National Hockey League, 
18-year-old forward Nikolaj 
Ehlers wants to lace up for 
the Winnipeg Jets sooner 
rather than later. 

The Aalborg, Denmark, 
native, selected ninth overall 
in the 2014 NHL draft, is de¬ 
termined to get that call from 
the big leagues — but until 
he gets to answer it, his mind 
will be on the Halifax Moose- 
heads. 

“Obviously, I want to play 
in the NHL this year, but I’m 
here right now,” Ehlers said 
Thursday at Cole Harbour 
Place, where the QMJHL 
club’s training camp is into 
its second week. 

Ehlers flew in Wednesday 
night to re-join his major jun¬ 
ior team, following a week 
in early July at the Winnipeg 
Jets’ development camp.

“I’m going to ... do every¬ 
thing I can to play, like that’s 
my goal,” Ehlers said. “I’ve 
wanted this since I was a little 
kid.”

“I have to get a little bit 
bigger and stronger,” said 
the five-foot-11, 161-pound 
player, despite his explosive 
offensive skills. 

Ehlers notched 49 goals 
and 55 assist for 104 points 
in his rookie campaign last 
season. 

“I have a good compete 
level, but I’ve got to work on 
that, too,” he added. 

“All the guys at the (Jets’) 
camp, they want to do this 
just as much as I want (it). I’ve 
just got to show that I want 


it more.” 

Ehlers stayed out on the 
ice a little longer than most 
guys Thursday. 

He stepped off all smiles, 
as he prepared to cool down 
alongside Mooseheads team¬ 
mates, and a few new faces, 
as this year’s prospects tiy 
to make the cut for the final 
2014-15 Halifax roster.
